ROCK CREEK — Roy Nunley, a 
student here spent 20 years in the Air 
Force as an airplane mechanic. “My 
job was to work on aircraft engines,” 
said Nunley. 

“Every time you go out on a job it’s 
a challenge. You have lives at stake 
and must make split-second decisions,” 
he said. “You have to analyze the prob- 
lem from what the pilot tells you.” 

In Japan, Nunley was working on a 
B-57 bomber the engine of which 
wouldn’t start. ‘‘The planes were doing 
radiation-cloud analysis. We had 10 
minutes to change the starter. We 
did it,” said Nunley, “When we saw 
that aircraft break ground we felt 10 
feet tall.”

Changing a starter in 10 minutes is a 
tough job, according to Nunley, but it 
had to be done and done quickly. ‘That 
plane had a mission, It had to be off 
the ground in 10 minutes or the mission 
would have been aborted,” said Nunley. 

Nunley has been all over Asia, 
Vietnam, Japan and Midway. He spent 
one year in Vietnam working on heli- 
copter gunships. “I got to see a lot of 


the world that no one else has seen,’ 


said Nunley. “The Air Force has been 
a@ great experience for me.’

We've 
been together for 18 years — happily, I 
might add.” 

Nunley has had two heart attacks, 


one in 1974 and one in 1979. “I’m com-. 


pletely disabled,” he said: “I was get- 
ting tired of sitting at home so I 
decided to go back to school.” ;

STATIC ELECTRICITY (snap-pop) 


Static electricity can be a nuisance or a hazard in the home, on the job, in 
travel, with radio equipment or in nature. It can cause fires and explosions, 
interrupt radio commmications and disrupt life in many other ways. 

Static electricity is generated by the contact and separation of materials. Drops 
of gasoline falling through the air as one fills an automobile or tractor gas 
tank can generate enough static electricity to cause an explosion and fire. 
Several thousands of volts can be generated by rumning a comb through dry hair, 
dust particles through the air, or even rain drops through the air. (lightning). 
Up to 100 bolts of lightning strike the earth every second. The temperature in 
a lightning bolt can reach 50,000 degrees F, more than four times as hot as the 
surface of the sun. A single bolt can deliver as mich as 100,000 amps. 

Ten volts of static electricity per inch is sufficient to excite a fluorescent 
tube. ‘The combination fommila consists of heat, fuel and oxygen and as in a 
triangle, static electricity is frequently the 'heat' leg of this fire triangle. 
Heat is the energy supplied to the fire angle and static electricity. can supply 
the energy. 

When a charged cloud passes over the ground a reverse charge will be built up 
in the ground. If this difference in potential is great enough, a lightning 
discharge will result. If the ground charge can 'bleed off! without a sudden 
discharge, no lightning will occur. Lightning rods or tall metal objects can 
frequently provide this safe 'bleed off! path. 

Antennas can develop considerable charge if not properly by-passed to ground. 

If your antema is not at 'DC ground' and a charged cloud passes overhead, a 
potential difference will develop between the cloud and your antenna and between 
the antenna and ground. This charge may be carried from thé antemma through the 
coax and through your radio equipment before it is neutralized. If you remove 
the coax from the gear, the center conductor can form an open circuit to the 
ground and when the potential builds sufficiently, a spark will result. 
Prevention can be accomplished by bonding. When two objects are bonded toget- 
her (conductive bond) they are at common potential and static sparks cannot 
develop. arms 


A TRAGIC DEATH

section of coax in the upper branches. Being a curious person, Ralph did a fast 
dissection ‘of the coax.arid, sure enough, he discovered that it had been left by a 
CBrer and it was contaminated with '10-4 good buddies*, The tree, obviously, did 
not have a chance and suffered a terrible end. It may be a very good idea, for 
those of you who-have 11m gear, to make sure that your coax is not resting on a 
live object and also, as a safety> precaution, keep it at least 20 or 30 wavelengths 
away from your ham gear, Trees take a long time to mature. So do some hams!!

C DISASTER COMMUNICATIONS FREQUENCIES ANNOUNCED BY COMMISSION 


‘In an anticipated move, the FCC allocated and assigned 2, 5 and 7 mHz. frequencies 
" from the Local Government Radio Service for use y_ states for disaster_response 
communications. The authorization is for the 48 "contiguous states only" (i.e: except 
Alaska and Hawaii.) The FCC notice said that these frequencies "would be initially 
available" which indicates additional spectrum might be allocated later as needed. In 
the past, most temporary emergency communications took place on amateur spectrum - or as 
part of the old Part 99 Disaster Communications Service. 


The new disaster plan called SECURE (for State Emergency Capability Using Radio 
Effectively) got it start about a year ago when the FCC documented the need for a medium 
and long-range communications capability to respond to disasters. While many felt that 
the new service should be manned by amateur radio operators, the FCC did not specify this 


- although they did "encourage their consideration in state disaster planning." The 
ARRL submitted comments on the SECURE program on behalf of the amateur radio community. 


The frequencies to be used are in the 2 to 10 MHz high frequency band and include 18 
channels between 2326 and 2812 kHz, 5 channels between 5135 and 5195 kHz and 4 channels 
between 7802 and 7935 kHz. The 26 channels will allow varying degrees of predictable 
communications coverage ~ from local to approximately /00 miles and beyond. The maximum 
power limitation is 1 kW with "2.8A3J" (upper single sideband) emission type. Radio 
teletype is also being allowed. Fixed, Base and Mobile stations were authorized with 
mobiles and base stations being allowed on the 2 mHz band only. A fixed station is 
defined as a permanent radio station that communicates between specified fixed points. A 
base station is a land station that communicates with mobiles.

To eliminate confusion of the identities of the operating stations, the Commission 
said that they will be issuing separate call Signs for_mobile, fixed or temporary base 
Stations. An application using Form #400 is being required for each permanent 
tixed/base station, plus one for all temporary base and one for all mobile stations. The 

aes indicated that this would allow them to identify quickly, for interference purposes, 


any station in the system. The SECURE program presents a golden opportunity for amateur 
radio operators to participate in state disaster response programs.

The FCC has adopted docket #20990, which has been in the 
hamper since 1976. The commission agreed to permit the

(3 hie ecg life an ddeth 70 mes. Today it concerns the Amateur Radio Service 


because of the RFI to and from such devices. Amateurs 
are suffering from interference caused by these devices 
and many citizens are concerned with the opening and 
closing of their garage doors as well as setting off of 
burglar alarms by amateur radio operations. It seems 
that the commissions engineering staff slipped a cog 

in this docket. Certainly, sufficient study should have 
proven adoption of the docket. A petition has been 
filed to stop this blatant proposal by prohibiting the 
operation of these devices in such amateur bands as 144, 
220 and 420 mes. At the present time, cable television 
.is causing serious interference problems to amateur 
radio operations. In theory, cable systems are not 
supposed to-radiate. This is not true. Chammel E£, of 
cable TV, operates within the 144 meg amateur band and 
is causing interference problems. This RFI conflict’ is 
severe and many commmities have threatened "Public 
Nuisance" lawsuits, as well as attempts to get the city 
councils to pass laws prohibiting amateur radio from 

op. eration and also making it illegal. A petition for 
rule making has been filed with the FCC asking the 
commission to prohibit cable TV systems from operation 
on amateur radio frequencies. Amateurs who experience 
such interference both to and from a cable system are 
asked to immediately get in touch with the ARRL and to 
file a formal complaint with the FCC. 


an We all know that low power, simple un-. 
antennas, and adverse atmospheric condi- 
tions are more forgiving to the CW mode. 
than they are to the phone mode. (Basical- 
ly, a CW signal mode may be intelligible. 
when a phone signal mode is not.} We also: 
know that many areas of the world, par- 
ticularly developing countries, have many 
amateur operators working under the 
above restrictions. From my. QTH in San 
Antonio, Texas, I have had: good intel- 
ligible QSOs with stations in Japan and . 
Australia when these distant stations 
were operating with 10 watts, using the 
CW mode. Also, many foreign govern- 
ments restrict the amount of power a- 
radio amateur may use to a low level. - 

I write this correspondence out of a 
sense of duty to encourage ail Amateur. 
Radio operators to operate CW enough to 
stay proficient in the mode. By staying 
proficient in both CW equipment and in 
operating expertise, you will have a 
change of pace from your preferred mode 
of operation — whatever that mode may 
be — and you can have a lot of fun in the 

s. Along with these plus factors, 
. i know you will have the potential .to 
nelp should an emergency come your way.

The W7CLU BACKPACKER 2 Meter 3dB gain Vertical Antenna ! 


The wire is formed into a loop and soldered at the top with a loop 
of fish line through it acting as an insulator. Be sure to seal 
and tape any exposed wire or braid. The top wire can be any 
flexable insulated wire (I used RG174/U with the braid and center 
conductor connected together). 


The center coil is made from 4" CPVC pipe cut 
as shown with holes drilled through both sides 
at each end. Wind with 7 turns of wire (again 
like RG174/U) with the lower end connected to 
_ the feedline center conductor only. (This 

AT bane approximately to the FM portion of the 


and adjust to reasonance with a good quality 
1271 to 11 pf cap- properly sealed against the 
weather. ) 


The decoupling sleeves are made of four 19.25" 
wires connected to the outer braid of the 
feedline at their top and held out by a ring at 
their base (this ring can be either conductive 
of nonconductive-like a cut up 2 liter bottle). 


Note: All exposed joints should be properly 
sealed and taped over with good quality tape. 
I like the green stuff called Coax Seal. 


The feedline to the rig can be any length. For minimum 
weight you can use RG174/U but better to use RGS8C/U 
and best to use RG8/M or RG8/X foam [but weighs more and 


is less flexable].
